Le Gallienne, Eva. With a quiet heart; 
an autobiography. Viking, $4.50. April. 
Supplementing the actress’ earlier autobi- 
ography At 33 (BooK.ist 30:179, F 34) this 
carries her story 20 years further to the pres- 
ent, Again it is chiefly a record of her produc- 
tions, and of her dedication to the cause of the 
repertory theater in the U.S. Many names well 
known in Hollywood, Broadway, and Wash- 
ington, D.C., appear in her pages, drawing 
praise for the most part, and dispassionate but 
uncompromising censure where the author 
feels the circumstances call for it. 


Naif, Najmeh. Persia is my _ home. 
Harper, $3. Tentative date April 15. 
Yome life in Persia, treatment of women, 


marriage and burial customs, political setup, 
contrasts of city and rural life and of old ways 
and new, are vividly described in the personal 
narrative of a young Persian. Daughter of a 
well-to-do family in Teheran, Najmeh showed 
in childhood an aptitude for dressmaking that 
was developed in a dress design school and 
that later enabled her to establish a shop of 
her own before she came to America for a 
college education. A book to help Americans 
understand the Persian way of life. 


Scott-James, Anne. In the mink. Dutton, 
$3. Tentative date April. 


Using fictitious names, a British fashion editor 
tells the diverting story of her own career. A 
hopeful and very green youngster addicted to 
plaids and tweeds, she learned, in four years, 
to adapt herself to the simple black dresses 
with pearls, and to conform in general to the 
elegant and perfectionist standards of the 
magazine she disguises under the title of 
Venus. Wartime restlessness took her into the 
vastly different journalistic world where speed 
rather than quality was the aim. After the war 
she went back to resuscitate the moribund 
Venus, and continued as editor until, weighing 
the claims of her small son against the excite- 
ment of a career, she decided on a premature 
tetirement in favor of motherhood.

Aurthur, Robert. The glorification of Al

Al’s middle son, nine-year-old Sherman, in- 
volves the Toolum family in unlooked-for 
glory when he enters his father’s name in a 
contest and Al becomes Yankee Doodle Fifty- 
two, the average American man. The average 
Toolums, however, assert their individuality 
and discredit an advertising agency’s theories 
on what the average man and family should 
be. A wholesomely amusing picture of family 
life with skeptical asides on advertising agen- 
cies. 


Baldwin, James. Go tell it on the moun- 
tain. Knopf, $3.50. May 11. 


A short novel, dealing with religious reviv- 
alism among a group of Harlem Negroes, pro- 
jected with the emotional intensity of a spirit- 
ual and written in the rhythms of the King 
James Bible. On the surface it takes up the 
story of John Grimes, who is overwhelmed by 
a religious conversion on his fourteenth birth- 
day, with flashbacks into the squalid lives of 
his ancestors in the Deep South. Its deeper 
meanings, indicated by the Biblical names of 
its characters and its apocalyptic language, 
point to a rebirth through faith, and the vision 
of the Last Judgment in the New Testament 
The simple dignity of the characters, and the 
impassioned writing will remind the reader of 
Paton’s Cry, the beloved country (BOOKLIST 
44: 203, F 1 48).

The eminent actor’s first venture into fiction 
contains some good narrative and descriptive 
writing, but unconvincing characterization. 
There is a folk-tale quality about the story of 
a prodigiously strong itinerant evangelist who 
married, in Kentucky, a girl as bad as she was 
beautiful, lost her to another man in Chicago, 
and encountered her finally dead in a brothel 
in a western mining town. Having retraced his 
route back to Washington, D.C., Mr. Canton- 
wine encountered Abraham Lincoln at the en- 
trance to Ford’s theater, received the Presi- 
dent’s acknowledgment of encouragement 
given years before, and, hearing a few hours 
later of Lincoln’s assassination, died attended 
by a kind-hearted woman of the town.

Lesbia Bowling traces her family’s history 


in my fashion. 
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from the twelfth century, making it clear in 
her offhand, ironic way that the Bowlings 
have always had a high regard for survival 
value and an aristocratic indifference to moral 
values. In keeping with tradition, the current 
earl, known as Poker, has devised an ingenious 
scheme for avoiding payment of ruinous death 
duties; his interesting, if confusing, household 
consists of all his surviving ex-spouses, con- 
currently producing illegitimate offspring. His 
daughter Lesbia rounds out her tale with an 
account of her own generation and, in particu- 
lar, her own illicit amours. Amusing, rather 
than offensive, sophistication.

Lanny is the obvious person to uncover the 
evidence. His hurried trips to Germany, which 
always coincide with crucial developments jn 
the international situation, alternate with 
crises in the Communist spy trial involvi 
Lanny’s sister Bess Robin; between the two 
the reader gets a complete coverage of foreign 
and domestic news. On his last trip to Berlin 
Lanny is kidnaped and tortured by the Rus- 
sians, and thereafter abandons his pacifistic 
position.

Through letters to an imaginary correspond- 
ent, a composite person representing people 
who have taken his course of instruction for 
adults, the minister of the New York Avenue 
Presbyterian Church in Washington examines 
the problem of God’s relation to suffering in 
the light of basic Christian beliefs. A satis- 


factory book for people seeking spiritual 
guidance. Includes list of similar religious 
reading.

A popularly written exposition of the princi- 
ples of Eastern yoga adapted to the needs of 
Western man, supplemented and modified by 
the discoveries of modern psychology. The 
author calls his new synthesis yogism, a four- 
way method involving the practice of deep 
relaxation, deep contraction, dynamic breath- 
ing, and dynamic concentration; he claims 
that it is so simple that it can be practiced by 
anyone, anywhere. Free of the charlatanism 
associated with Western writing on the sub- 
ject. English title: Yoga for everyman.

He has helped 
to bring on rain and to prevent rain; he has 
sold stock in the Great American Hog Syndi- 
cate; he has conducted a racing column for the 
only Sunday afternoon newspaper in New 
York. Parts of the book originally appeared in 
the New Yorker in slightly different form.
